OATS SMUT 


FRANK RIDGWAY. | 


It will be a big risk for a farmer to 
sow his oats this spring without first 


is s0 common an 
6at producing sections that it causes 


millions of bushels. This means an 
equal number of dollars at the. prices 
oats are selling for today. 

Practically all the 63,000 farmers in 
Illinois who are members of farm 
bureaus treat their oats for smut be- 
fore they are sown, and the practice 
is rapidly spreading. The treatment 
with formaldehyde is most common. 
It requires little work and no expert 
ence, and is accepted generally as the 
most effective. 

The oats must be screened so the 
small grains and weed seed will be 


and trash will be removed by running 
the oats through a fanning mill. If 
the light oats are left in they often 
fail to germinate, and if they do the 
plants are small and weak. The fan- 


“|ning process will also remove any 


smut balls that may be presertt. 

In making the solution mix one pint 
of the formalin in ten gallons of water. 
This will be sufficient to treat eighty 
bushels of seed. The seed should be 
spread in a thin layer on a clean floor, 
sprinkled thoroughly with the solution 
and the oats stirred with a shovel until 
they are Well moistened. Then pile thé 
oats and cover them with sacks for 
two, or three hours, so they will ab- 
sorb the moisture. If is best to dry 
them before seeding. Spread them out 
and stir occasionally to allow the gas 
to escape. Machinery, sacks, and bins 
used in handling the oats should be 
treated with the solution.

EXTEND 85 CENT 
GAS RATE; RAISE 
LOOMS IN OFFING 


The Peoples Gas Light and‘ Coke 
company was granted permission yes- 
terday by the public utilities commis- 
sion to continue its present rate of 85 
cents a thousand cubic feet for gas 
until Dec. 31, 1920. The rate orig- 
inally was granted Aug. 1, 1919, to 
offset higher costs and would expire on 
March 31. Its status continues tem: 
porary. ‘ 

But—the gas house workers’ union 
obtained a 10 per cent raise last week 
on a threat “to tie up the town,” and 
its wage demands are not yet settled, 
as an arbitrator is to decide whether 
they shall receive 10 per cent more, a 
closed shop, time and one-half for over- 
time and Sundays and holidays, and a 
higher rate for gas looms. 

The petition requesting permission 
to continue the 85 cent rate was filed 
before the labor troubles arose and the 
company is now awaiting the labor 
outcome before filing a petition for 
higher rates.

“Dr. Black of Chicago found in 
1,000 cases that there were abscesses 
in 50 per cent of poorly filled canais 
and only 5 per cent of abscesses dh 
those properly filled. Many mistakes 
are made in reading X-ray pictures. It 
is a good idea to have all dead teeth 
X-rayed. Careless use of arsenic might 
cause the infection. Novocaine is 
harmless. Poor root canal fillings 
cause most of the trouble, not the fact 
that the canal has been filled. Bad 
crowns cause other diseases.” 

H. EB. Friesell, head -of the dental 
department of the University of Pitts- 
burgh and president-elect of the Na- ° 
tional Dental society, said that the 
overwhelming problem confronting the 
dentists was the saving of the teeth 
of children. 

Danger to Children. 

“Dental caries,” he said, “is a dis- 
ease of youth. The teeth decay before 
maturity. I do not think that this dis- 
ease can be blamed to free sugar. 
That is an opinion. We have no facts 
to prove it. It is a disease of civiliza- 


tion. 

“Too much sugar, of course, is bad. 
Troobacco has a bad effect on the gums. 
The most important thing this genera- 
tion can @o is to save the teeth of the 
next. I believe that if teeth of children 
are taken care of before they are 15, 
the mouth kept clean, and the cavities 
filled that 50 per cenf*of the ilis of 
childhood and adult age would be pre- 
vehted.
